(57) A multicarrier signal comprises a short pream- 
ble, which is a periodic sequence. A receiver comprises 
a correlator, for thG dGtGction of thG short prGamblG. ThG 
output of thG correlator is filtGrGd, to removG whitG noiso. 
WhGn the output of thG correlator has exceeded a 



threshold a given number of times in the period of the 
short preamble, and the correlation value then drops by 
predGtGrminGd amount, it is dGcidGd that thG preamble 
has been correctly detected. The preamble is then used 
for frequency and symbols synchronisation. 
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
